It is an annual tradition 
in Sierra Madre when vine- 
watchers begin to pace 'the 
blossoms and choose that per¬ 
fect weekend when the vine 
will be at its peak. The 
Sierra Madre Chamber of Com¬ 
merce sponsors the event 
each year. 

Spell it how you want 
to spell it — Wisteria or 


want to spell it—Wisteria or 
Wistaria—it is still the larg¬ 
est vine in the world, accord¬ 
ing to the Guiness Book of 
Records which said of the 
vine in the early 1900s, 
“Its branches are 500 feet 
long and the vine weighs 
about 225 tons.” 

The vine, supported by 
metal stakes, extends over 
the yards of two homes. 


that of the Feeneys and the 
Solts. 

The vine was originally 
purchased for 75 cents in 
Monrovia in 1894 by Mrs. 
William F. Brugman who 
drove her horse and buggy 
down that way to get a seed¬ 
ling in a gallon can. 

The town watched while the 
seedling thrived at 201 W. 
Carter, the original home of 


the vine. 

By 1913, tendrils reached 
for and covered the entire 
home which was then pur¬ 
chased by the H. T. Fennels. 
A frame was erected on the 
east side of their home to 
support the vine’s unusual 
growth. 

The Fennels were probably 
the first hosts to visitors who 
took the old electric car out 


of Los Angeles to see the 
giant vine. For six weeks 
they showed off the lavendar 
behemoth that covered an 
acre of land. 

It was determined to be 
the largest blooming plant in 
the world, according to the 
Guiness Book of Records. 

When the Fennels could no 
longer cope with the huge 
crowds coming to view the 


1 'A million blossoms, the Si¬ 
erra Madre Chapter of the 
Red Cross decided to sponsor 
the first Wisteria Fete in 
1918. And funds collected 
from the sale of “light re¬ 
freshments” to visitors went 
toward the support of the 
war effort of WW1. 

Soon other organizations 
assisted in the fete such as 
the Volunteer Fire Depart- 


maii. Sierra Madre Woman’s 
Club, Eastern Star and the 
Board of Trade, the forerun¬ 
ner of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

About 30,000 persons view¬ 
ed the vine and by 1931 
the heavy weight of the vine 
collapsed the Brugman’s or¬ 
iginal house.

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Lavender - blue 
spells ‘Wisteria’ 


Throughout the annals of Sierra Madre 
history describing those special days when the 
world-famous wisteria vine Is In bloom, two 
spellings of the word prevail. 

Is lit ^‘wisteria” or “wistaria”? 

The dictionary spells the word wisteria 
and entices us with the Information that a man 
whose name was WIstar, an American an¬ 
atomist living between the years 1761 and 
1818, might have had something to do with 
the mysterious blooms. He doesn’t appear 
anywhere else. 

Then the World Book discusses the plant 
as “the name of thick-growing vines that bear 
great clusters of flowers and belong to the 
pea family.” 

It further explains, “The wisteria that is 
most often seen growing around homes in 
the United States Is a native of China. One 
of the showiest climbing plants, It has grace¬ 
ful clusters of bluish-lavender blossoms that 
resemble pea blossoms. 

“They droop from a heavy screen of 
foliage. The flower clusters of the wisteria 
are one to two feet long. > 

“One kind of wisteria Is said to have 
branches that reach out 300 feet from each 
side of nearly 1000 square feet of wall 
space.” Is that our wisteria? It sounds as if 
It might be. And the information concludes, 
“Wisteria Is an easy plant to grow. It must 
bo given a deep soil, plenty of moisture, 
and an opportunity to climb to great heights.” 

No mention of Mr. WIstar, at least a WIstar 
who might have had something to do with our 
plants. Just Caspar WIstar whose glass-pro¬ 
ducing technique made him famous. 

We prefer the spelling “wisteria” so all 
references In this Issue, except for actual 
names of businesses, will be spelled as it ap¬ 
pears in the dictionary. 

No matter how It’s spelled, though, the 
most important factor Is that those delight¬ 
fully graceful clusters dropping from snake- 
like vines have brought great pleasure not 
only to the people of Sierra Madre but to 
others from distant parts of the world who 
have made the trek to our foothill village to 
view the unbelievable mauve-purple sight.

Sycamores 

Many of our citizens re¬ 
joiced some years back when 
a number of merchants on 
Sierra Madre Blvd. voluntarily 
replaced the stiff ficus trees 
on their curbside with grace¬ 
ful European sycamores (not 
elms). This specie, which is 
found on many boulevards of 
Paris and other cities of Eu¬ 
rope, exhibits the seasonal 
change and charm, and plea¬ 
sant openness of our native 
sycamores but has the advan¬ 
tage of resistance to blight. 
Its deciduous nature allows 
light to filter through the 
branches in winter while pro¬ 
ducing welcome shade for hot 
summer days. 


The Merchants’ Association 
has recently proposed that 
funds be raised and spent to 
remove and replace these love¬ 
ly trees and reinstate the ficus, 
which even through pruned 
out as planned still presents a 
bush-on-a-stick look.

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Gordon on the Grow 


One of the best known, 
most highly publicized plants 
in the West, is our own 
Sierra Madre Wisteria Vine 
. . . and again it is to be 
open to us for viewing by 
its present owners. 

Wisteria is very old, na¬ 
tive to both North America 
and Asia. We hear more 
about its use in China than 
even here in our country. It 
belongs to the pea family, 
and ranks tops in those 
vines for age and beauty. 
Location: Full sun. 

Soil: They will tolerate 
any soil but if they had the 
choice it would be well 
drained. In our alkaline soil, 
give attention to correcting 
the problem with acid plant 
food to avoid chlorsis. 

Feeding: Every three 
months, the year around 
with acid food. Liquid such 
a.s Liquidnox Grow. 1 would 
use this time of year and again 
in September, an application 
of Kellogg’s Acidal to kill 
alkaline build up. It’s well 
worth the trouble. 


Watening: Full length of 
roots as plant grows. They 
should never dry out in the 
root area. They need ample 
watering during growth and 
blooming period. 

What to buy: Always buy 
a grafted variety or one 
grown from cuttings. Those 
from .seedlings seldom bloom, 
or if they do, you wait for 
years. You have named choic¬ 
es oi the Japanese varieties. 
These have the lovely 18-inch 
clusters of flowers in violet, 
and violet blue. Chinese Wis¬ 
teria is the most widely-plant¬ 
ed flower clusters around 12 
inches long. This one will 
bloom in quite a bit of shade. 

Flow to train: You can 
buy them tree form trained; 
you can train as a shrub, a 
multi-stemmed plant, as a 
tree—weeping type—or as a 
great vine on trellis, top of 
a wall, or even up an old 
tree. 

Pruning: Prune In winter 
and cut back long streamers 
in summer before they tangle 
up the vine.

Throughout the years, own¬ 
ers of the land have allowed 
visitors to visit the vine at 
its peak. 

Bob and Nell Solt live on 
the property where the roots 
begin, and Joe and Maria 
Feeney are recipients of those 
vine tendrils as they reach out 
toward the north. 

The Feeneys came to Sierra 
Madre nearly 20 years ago 
and bought the home because 
of its size. They were expec¬ 
ting their seventh child (they 
have eight) and fell in love 
with the structure with its 
nooks and cramnies. 

The Solts have been in 
the same home just south of 
the Feeneys for nearly a de¬ 
cade. 

Originally the entire section 
of the town was a huge 
estate owned by Marian Cook 
(then Mrs. Thayer) of Dana 
Point with her former hus¬ 
band. Mrs. Thayer had a 


tea room located between 
the two homes. In 1960 
the Thayers subdivided the 
“several acres” and moved 
into the home where the 
Solts presently live and stayed 
until 1971 when the Solts 
moved in. 

Both families have welcom¬ 
ed the annual trek of visi¬ 
tors to the vine and share 
the sight willingly. People 
from all around the U.S. 
and even from Europe visit 
the vine.
